The question is 
whether he can win by a sufficient 
majority to prove his strength among 
the ordinary voters. “The senator has 
entered the primary not in the hope of 
winning it but jn the hope of making it 
a close thing tnd thus destroying the 
Eisenhower legénd at the beginning. 

If the senator could do that probably 
he could be nominated.: Anyway, Taft 
could not remain out of New Hampshire 
without tacitly admitting his own weak- 
ness in New England It is better to 
lose there than to run away.

WOULD SURRENDER 

Under the plan, the municipal 
ities would give up 80 per cent 
of the one-third share of sales 
tax revenue and use the remain 
ing 20 per cent for general 
purposes 

The proposed system would re 
sylt in education financing being 
put on the same basis as social 
towards which the 
province pays 80 per cent. 

The U.B.C.M. feels education is 
of a more national character, like 
social assistance, and should not 
be financed largely from prop- 
erty taxation, as it is at present.
